THE US, DEMOGRATIC CONVENTION. 


" San Francisco, Jane 28. 

In opening the Democratiz Canvention, Homer Cummings, tem- 
porary chaimman, referred to the League of Nations covenant.as “The 
Monroe Deetrine of the World” He denouneed the Senate's rejec- 
tlon of the Peace Treaty and declared the Republican platform re- 
attionary, provincial, Glled with slanders and vague Promises, and 
containing pet one really constructive suggestion. He paid a tribute 
to the 
Presidegt Wilson whirh had wrecked the President's health and des- 
troyed the-world’s hope of peace. He declared the Republican plank 
ip regard to the League of Nations dishonest and arraigned the Unis- 
ed Statea for not fulfilling its pledges to Europe. He exhorted Ameri- 
ca to wupport the Democratic Party’s policy of peace, disarmament 
sad world fraternity. : an ; 

“Wats and “Dress” at the Demosratic Canvention outlined their 
planks, My, Bryan, for the “Drys” yigoronsly advocated 3 declara- 
tion demanding the enforcement of the prohibition law. Mr. Burle- 
son, for the “Weta,” urged individual liberty and an amendment of the 
law in order to sanction beverages practicalh: anintoxicating, also an 
amendment of the ‘constitution requiring fatare amendments of the 
constitation to be ratifed or rejected by = referendum 
of the ‘voters ‘throughout tbe States and Union.

Yesterday the firs: typhoon 
sigoal for the year twas hoisted 
in Hongkong—a black drom. 
indicating that a gale was expect- 
ed from the east. Some peuple 
were looking at the masthead at 
Sigoal Hill for tte symbol, bot 
there only ‘a small cons wag 
displayed : partofthe ChinaCoas: 
Cod2, which has nothing to do 
with the -local tsshodon code. 
Residents have not-apparently 
gotused to the change set, eo for 
their benefit we will explain that 
typhoon signals must be Jouked 
for, not on Signal Hill; but at 
the Observatory radio mast, the 
Harbour Office, the Tawar, Creen 
Islatd, the Godown Company's 
mast, the Standard Oil premises 
at Lai Chi Kokand the military 
quarters at Lyeemun. There are 
other people who atill watch out 
forred and for black day symbols, 
‘in order to gather how fsr the 
typhoon is away.
